WILL PLAY OTTAWA. 

Players Mast Tara Oat te Sare 
Red aM WMtc f rem Diafracc. 

The brliht outlooli for the fot^ball 
team, which was commented upon bo 
favourably la the Daily on ^Tuesday 
nonlBti hiB tMumed a dark aspect, 
and thùiK reached a cUmax yesterday 
afternoon when only nine men turned 
out to praotlse. To say that this wa« 
dtscourariiiK to the coach snd the vet- 
eraiu of the team is to put it midly, 
as the most serious feature of the 
BltuiUon at present appears to be the 
fkct that unless the students, trhoplay 
football, turn out at thp Stadiutn to- 
day, and thé days tstlowins, the honor 
of McGIU tJalversity will be at stake. 
By this is not meant that the Red antl 
White team fears to lose its nchedulcd 
sames, but It means nathlng less tbun 
the fact that It will show up the univ- 
crsity, which is so proud of Its war 
record, In a poor light before the en- 
tire Dominion of Canada. 

As has already been seated McGill 
has agreèdUo play, games with Ottawa 
and àotàl 'Military' Colleté, the pro- 
ceeds ef which will be donated to pat- 
riotic causem. McGlll has decided to 
help tbe boys who are fightlng oyer 
there, ahd if the McGlll studeàts do 
not appreciate this ict, it would be a 
sore Mow, not only to the student body 
a whole, but Hsw to the university 
authorities. ' '^hen McGill asks the 
public to attefid the, footlMll games the 
public esptect;) to see an exhibition, 
which will ho worth while. Tlie pros- 
pects at the present time are that Mc- 
Gill will -.be represented by a poor 
téàiii even though there, is excellent 
football m»te?l«l at \ii v6ry dtwri. 
Th« Ottâwa flub, which Is compoaed 
of returned soldiers and players; who 
are in buslneis, have taken up the 
work much more seriously than have 
the players of McGill. The Otuwa 
players havé nw the honor of a uni- 
versity at ktâirè, às have the players 
at McGill, but they are showing tbelr 
spoitsmanabip and willingnees to aid 
the boys In France by turning out 
every day ' for two Jiours' hard prac- 
tice. Their team is now in much bet- 
ter condition than the McGill outfit, 
and where a vietory was generally 
anticipated by the MeOill students dis- 
grace now taeee thc^Red and White 
team. This atatemest may appear to 
be strong, but it fits the occasion as 
McOill cannot hope to cope with an 
experienced team when they can only 
place in the field a|i' aggregation which 
has alAaaded few practices and the 
members of whkh are barely known 
to one' aaother. 

When one sees veterans like Mont- 
gomery; Lalég, Roes, Parkins and 
Hughes, «ut every day, one feels that 
there must be sometbing materially 
wrong. The younger men, who need 
the practice much inore than these 
playera do, turn .^ut once in a wliile. 
Other players, who have shown abilWy 
during the'past few years, do likewise, 
and as a result McOill football is fac- 
iag a situation which was unknown In 
past- yeya. Most .of the players and 
studenta at McAill to-day were not 
at college when football was In full 
swing and they probably do not realize 
what it means to be a member of the 
McGill footbalt Mam. In the days of 
Shaugbaeasy it wîm' considered to he 
"one of the greatest achievements of 
a student when he made the senior 
team, and there is flo reason why the 
same should not he the case to-day. 
There ik good material at the univer- 
sity .as has been stated above, but it 
require* development and only 
through attendance at practices can 
this necessity be obtained. 

It is true that the weather was not 
exactly favorable yesterday, btit this 
was a poor excuse for any player v.te 
has figured in football games In the 
paat. If "Monty" Sosi, Lalng, Parkins 
and others can see fM to turn out, 
surely the agfreKatlon which was out 
at the Stadium on Monday afternoon 
can do llkewlte. 

Coach Hughee uisotmced yesterday 
sitenioon that he would divide tbe 
players tip into two squads this after- 
noon, for practice. From these work- 
outs h» would be given an opportunity 
to find out the ability of every player 
and as a result aobodr will he mlseed. 
The team vrlll be picked from mém-

TestM-day afternoon. In the Conser- 
vatorium, the opening address for the 
çcFsion of 1318-lD was delh-cred by 
t'r. Perrin. Dr. Perrin tiegan by 
.- peaking of the retirement of Mr. 
Vaushan and of < the appointment of 
Mr. t.indsay to the staff of the Oon- 
servatorlum. He then nicnllun"'! a' 
member of the committee. Gen. 
.Meighen, now on active service, and| 
four members of the staff, Messrs. 
Mclvenzie, Notley, Burgess and Parn- 
hani. who are also serving with the 
.Mlicd fones. Two studcnffl, Caplsin 
l/smontagne and Mr. Haiiaet, have also 
answered the call of their Empire. 

Dr. Perrin then spoke of the ap- 
pointments of Mrs. Jackson and Miss 
Johnson, flome reference was made 
to the KnowUoii fonfercnce. which 
WBS attended by several eludents and 
members of tbe staff, and which 
showed an attempt towards tbe Im- 
provement of church music. 

On Oclober 3l8t a staff recital Is 
to ho held. The Orchestral Concerts 
this year are In hn free only to the 
students. Admission Is to be charged 
to all hutsiders, and the proceeds are 
to be used for patriotic purposes. 

Dr. Perrin laid special emphBsl.<( on 
the Elocution Class, and also to the 
Opera Class, which is not Io be con^ 
fined to the students only. 

The work of the Conservatorium Is 
being appreciated more and more fully 
as Is shown by tbe fact that students 
are coming from all parts of Canada. 
There are students litis year from 
Rcglna, Fernie. Calgary. Nejson, Win- 
nipeg, Maritime' Provincts and Prhice 
Edward Island. 

Dr. Perrin then read the examina- 
tion results of the work of last ses- 
sion. The degree |of Mui. Bac. was 
conferred*on Mr. Smitbson, of Oranby. 
at' the last convocation. The Licenti- 
ate diploma Is to be conferred on Miss 
Sara Friedman, of Masaena, N.Y.; Miss 
Rcnee D' Amour, of Montreal; Miss 
Bertha DiHon, of Vernon, B.C.. and 
Miss Gertrude Swift, of Regina, Sask. 
The results In theoretical and practi- 
cal work of the Montreal students 
were' compared with the results in the 
same work of . those studying at out- 
side centres. 

The certificates of standing In the 
different grades were then .^presented 
to the students who were present. 

Dr. Perrin then went on io say that 
in his opinion rxanrinations were both 
harmhil ,md useful. "They are use- 
ful, ' he said, "if a proper standard Is 
maintained and the certificate given 
the student for real work, work whieb 
denotes activity, both mental and phy- 
sical, work which shows even in an 
embryo sUgc that the student feels 
what he rrr she performs." These con- 
siderations are ever present In the 
minds of those who are associated in 
the conduct of >fcGilI music examina- 
tions. More 'Cramming is not en- 
couraged, and at the same time natu- 
ral musical ability without proper 
equally discouraged. Nervousness is 
a plea which Is too often put forward 
to Account for Indifferent work in an 
examination. I 

Leaving, the subject of examina- ! 
«ons. Dr. Perrin then said that the 
thought of how he could further the 
progress of musical art in Canada 
was ever present In his mind. Canada 
should not be behindhand in adding 
Its quota to the development of nusie 
as Un art 

Last winter. Dr. Perrin delivered 
an ^ddress on . the "Evolution of 
Music In England." in which he en- 
deavoured to show how the British 
Isles compared farouraUy 'with other 
European nations from the 14th tn 
the end of the J 7th century. From 
this address, he now drew gome ideas 
which he wished to put before his 
audience. 

Notwithstanding the war. Dr. Perrin 
say* he' Is tmahle td hting himself to 
boycott tbe nrasle of Bach, Beethoven. 
j.Moiart, Haydn, Schubert and others 
. who lived and died in the countries 
with whom we are now at ^rar, since 
they were innocent of any charge of 
contributlBg,to' Prnsiian despotism — 
a thing which was not e'ven dreamed 
"t when their work was being done. 
Moreover, they Inherited musical tra- 
dition' from such countries as the 
Netherlands and Italy, and it is not
